THE VANDERBILT DOMAIN.

The splendid country house which
Mr. G. W. Vanderbilt hus been builing
near Asheville, N. C., is now nearing
completion and he expects, so it is said,
to spend next Christmas in it. This
will probably be the finest country
place in America. The cost of the
building alone is reported to be somc-
thing like six million dollars. Itissuar-
rounded by a domain of nearly fifty
square miles of land, which Mr. Van-
derbilt has purchased, and a large por-
tion of which is in forest. A magnili-
cent park has been made. When a
person has more millions than he
knows what to do with a more delight-
ful way of spending them than Mr.
Vanderbilt has found could scarcely be
devised. Experiments in agriculture
and forestry will probably be made,
and if the birdsand game are protected,
as they probably will be, they will
rapidly increase and multiply and be a
source of pleasure to the owner. In
the United States there is but little
taste for country life among the rich.
Nearly all the improvements end
the handsome buildiogs are in the
cities and towns, and in most of the
States of the union the fine country
seats which are so beautiful and at-
tractive in European countries are en-
tirely absent. The delights of English
country life, the healthy out-door vceu-
pations and amusements are among the
favorite themes of the Eoglish novel-
ists. Perhaps, as Mr. Vanderbilt bas
set the fashion, others may follow and
some of the cheap waste lands may be
made beautiful and the country em-
bellished by fine residences.
